There is an article in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch’s 
archives that reports ragtime was heard here as 
early as 1888: 

“A woman, whose name is unknown to fame, 
is declared to have invented ragtime in St. Louis 
in 1888, in a house, now fallen, at Broadway and 
Clark avenue. She was stalwart and rich-voiced. 

“It was the day of Proctor Knott, a famous race- 
horse, and he was the theme of the epoch-making 
ballad which she sang. One stanza has been 
preserved: ‘-za a-gwine tuh Little Rock, Tuh put 
mah money on-a Proctuh Knott? 

There were hundreds of such verses, mostly as 
absurd with no regard for continuity of subject, and 
characterized by assonance rather than rhyme. But 
the new thing was the strangely alluring and ex- 
citing rhythm to which they were sung, a veritable 
call of the wild, which mightly stirred the pulses 
of city-bred people. 

“Syncopated time, as old as music, was the 
means of this effect. But it was syncopated time 
so exaggerated and emphasized as to reveal for 
the first time its capacity of powerful appeal to the 
flesh. It soon became a fad with young men to 
visit the slums to hear the new music. 

“ ‘That song sounds so ragged} was the com- 
ment of one who heard the conventional rhythms 
being torn to tatters. And the name ‘ragtime’ was 
borr.. 

“Two years later, an Irish comedy team was play- 

ig in St. Louis, and in the audience were several 
“+, Louisians who had heard ragtime. What was 
their surprise to hear in the featured song the well- 
known strains of the ragtime composition. The 
music took the city by storm and swept across the 
country” 





Welcome Aboard .. . 


There is both music and memories in the air 
this time of year aboard Goldenrod. It is a special 
year for us during this 23rd annual festival 
because it marks the 50th year that Goldenrod 
has been permanently moored on the St. Louis 
riverfront. It is a time for reflection. 


With little imagination, one can almost see the 
cantankerous Captain Billy Menke settling in here 
back in 1937, with his intrepid troupe of 
thespians. 


There is Blanche Forbes with her trusty, tuneful 
violin. She just got aboard in Alton, joining the 
Goldenrod to see the world, not knowing until 
a week later that St. Louis was as far as Captain 
Menke was going. 


There was the disastrous fire that nearly burned 
Goldenrod to the water line in the mid-1960s, 
and St. Louis entertainment legend Frank Moskus 
leaping from his saloon boat moored nearby to 
sound the alarm. 


Then Frank Pierson, a river rat knight in shin- 
ing armor, stepped in and rebuilt her. He hired 
the St. Louis Ragtimers and men like Don Franz, 
Trebor Tichenor and Al Stricker, talked Frank into 
preserving ragtime music with the very first festival 
back in 1965. (Our collective families mourned 
the loss of Trebor’s beloved wife, Jeanette, a 
month after the curtain fell on last year’s festival.)
